great fraud is imposed npou the people, 
a fraud which scatters disease, and death. 
This is the same klud of industry as in 
the manufacture of bombs and explosives 
for the anarchists, or us would be the 
building of piratical ships to proy upon 
the commerce of the high seas. If it can 
be lawfully done by congress, this fraud, 
this deceit, should bo controlled. 


Exactly so. But if the manufacture of 


oleomargarine is akin to the munufaotuie 
ot bombs 'and the building ot piratical 
ships, why deal with it 50 gently as to tax 
it bnt five couts a pound ? Why not pun- 
ish the makers ot such stuff as you would 
puimh bomb manufacturers and pirates 
who prey upon the commerce of tbe high 
seas?

One of our dealorsjwbile in La Fay site 


county recently, purchased a crop there 
that is radically different from any leaf 
seen in this locality. It was evidently 
grown from pure Cuban seed and retains 
ninny of the characteristics of that class 
of goods. The leaves aro 'small and al- 
most round, j-ather far apart on the stalk 
and have almost tho (same flavor as the 
genuine Havana. Tbe crop.was purchased 
for use DS tillers, and experiments made 
With a bundle left over from last year 
show that it is vary suitable for this. The 
only drawback to this class of goods is 
that it mokes a light crop, only produc- 
ing from three to five hundred pounds to 
the 
acre, Th ere must ba no heavy 


rotmuricg for with the commencement 
of that all delicacy of il&vor departs eud 
tho leaf becomes like our well known 
seed leaf. 


Many of tho feitilizers put on the mar- 


ket aro of little value. There is often no 
way of telling what tLo actual worth of

•who act on the principle that the man 
who gircs tbo largest quantity for the 
least price is tbe best to deal witb are 
usually [.taken in.

As a consequence, tha percentage of 
valuable ingredients is small and tbe 
cost excessive. A test by one ot the 
government chemists showed that the 
ingredients that formed the valuable part 
of tho compounds could bo bought at
